PHYSIGIAN [5 DEAD 
AFTER HE TAXES 
PUISON BY MISTAKE 


Dr. Robert W. Baird, 56 years old, 
of 1226 North Taylor avenue, died in 
convulsions at the breakfast table 
Wednesday. 

In a statement to Dr. W. L. Gallo- 
way of 1232 North Taylor avenue, hé 
said he had taken what he believed 
to be calomel tablets. Dr. Galloway 
reported to the Coroner that the 
symptoms were those of strychnine 
poisoning. 

Dr. Baird formerly operated a drug 
store, the report to the Coroner said, 
and he had a large supply of drugs 
stored in a room at his home. 

His sister, Mrs. A. W. Powell, with 
whom he lived, says he went into 
this room before breakfast. After 
eating a hearty meal he was seized 
with convulsions. 

When Dr. Galloway arrived it was 
too late to administer antidotes, Dr. 
Baird seemed to recognize his own 


symptoms for he said to Dr. Gallo- 
way, “I thought it was calomel, but 
it must have been satrychnine.” 

Dr, Baird took great pride in his col- 


lection of drugs and chemicals, but so 
far as members of his family know he 
had never pursued his scientific studies 
to the point to testing the effects of 
poisons on himself, as some famous ex- 
perts have done. 

Dr. Galloway says that his first glance 
at Dr. Baird when he entered the break- 
fast room, showed m that the symp- 
toms were those of Strychnine, or some 
poison of a similar nature. It was ap- 
parent, also, he said, that a very large 
amount of the poison had been taken. 

Members of the family say, Dr. Baird 
was a great believer in the efficacy of 
calomel as a medicine, and that at times 
he took eight or ten tablets as a single 
dose. 

Glass-stoppered bottles, very much 
alike, one containing calomel and the 
other containing strychnine tablets, were

She is the daughter of Mrs. Ellen Kelly 
of 726 Aubert avenue, and a_ --position 
was introduced from Mrs. Kelly, who is 
now, it was testified, in Carlsbad, Ger- 
many, for her health. 

She said she and Williford -were mar- 
ried Sept. 24, 1910, at Clayton, and that 
they separated July 3, 1911, after a quar- 
rel which was occasioned by his prac- 


tice of receiving letters which she was 


not permitted to see. 

“He finally threw the letters at me, 
told me to read* them, and walked 
away,’’ the wife said. She listened 
soon afterward, with some show of irri- 
tation, to the reading of the letters 
by her lawyers, B. E. Hamilton and 
Harry V. Seidel.

There was 
only one reason why I was broad-mind- 
ed—that was because I love you. iI 
have hesitated to tell you, for fear’ you 
might have cared for the other one and 
simply strung me; but, then, I have had 
such absolute confidence in you that it 
seemed impossible for you 10 tell me 
such things when I havé never given 
anything in return. 

“TI can forget anything but the fact 
that you are living with that party. 
You know you can désert her, and if 
you love me as you say you do, you 
will not live with her. 

“If I don’t see you very soon, I think 
I shall go mad.

Detective Force Staff © Pho- 
tographer Will Take Pictures 
. at the Scene of Crime. 








The St. Louis Police Department 
now has an Official photographer 
whose duties will be unlike those of 
any bulb-squeezer heretofore. em- 
ployed at headquarters. In addition 
to making rogues’ gallery pictures 
for the Bertillon Bureau, he will go 
cut on assignments under direction 
of Chiefs Young and Allender, and 
will make photographs to aid detec- 
tives in solving crime mysteries. 

Herbert .Klene, .24 years old, son 
of former Juwige Benjamin Klene of 
the Court of Criminal Correction, is 
the newlyyappointed photographer. | 

The equipment provided for him 
will include two cameras and a box 
of talcum powder. 

When news -comes-that a murder 
has been committed,’ Klene will 
strap his cameras over his shoul- 
ders, slip his box of.talcum powder 
in his pocket and hurry to the scene. 
One camera will be suited for mak- 
ing out-door snapshots and the other 
for indoor time- sayennres and: por- 
traits. 

A dark-room is being fitted up at 
headquarters for Klene. Chief Allen- 
der says that when crimes are com- 
mitted. in the downtown district, it 
will be possible.for the official pho- 
tographer to furnish valuable pic- 
tures to the detectives within an 
hour after making his exposures. 

The photographer also will make pic- 
tures at the scenes of accidents where a 
photograph might show whether anyone 
had been criminally negligent. In such 
cases he will keep his talcum powder in 
his pocket. 

He will find use for the powder, 
though, in making pictures of fire rvins 
when incendiarism is suspected. 

And-the talcum powder? Why, that's 
the newest wrinkle in crime detection. 
Finger prints on glass, silverware and 
even on painted wood may be visible to 
the-.eyé, but they cannot bse photo- 
graphed until they are sprinkled with 
talcum powder. This powder clings to 
the delicate lines and “whoris” and 
brings them out in bold relief so that 
they make an impression on the sensi- 
tized plate. 

The use of talcum powder in the de- 
tection of crime is rapidly spreading. 
The police departments of the Eastern 
cities are using it and St. Louis has de- 
cided to be up to the minute.

WASHINGTON, July * 3—Speaker 
Champ Clark returned from Baltimore 
weary, dejected and super-irritated. He 
‘went at once to his residence and with 
few exceptions subsequently refused to 
see visitors. His contemplated denun- 
ciation of Bryan from the convention 


platform, followed by a stampede to his 
standard had not materialized. 

His all-night vigil at the home of 
Mayor Preston and the long day of 
waiting for the critical moment had 
visibly added alike to his years and 
hig temper, 

The tribulations and sorrows of Speak- 
er Clark did not end when he reached 
the shelter 6f his own home. A new 
application of acid to open wounds was 
awaiting him. Less than thirty minutes 
before the night session of the conven- 
tion opened the friends of Clark ear- 
nestly inquired if he would accept the 
vite-presidential nomination, Senator- 
elect Ollie James and other firm sup- 
porters of the Speaker expressed the 
opinion that he could easily obtain sec- 
ond place on the ticket. They volun- 
teered to make the fight of their lives 
for him, if the word were spoken. 

Conditions Clark Imposed. 

This was the last straw on Clark’s 
back, He brusquely informed his 
friends that he would take the second 
place only on two conditions: 

That William J. Bryan must issue a 
personal statement to every newspaper 
in the country announcing that he had 
lied concerning the Speaker and that 
his utterances were retracted. 

That Gov, Wilson must declare, 
through the public press, that he be- 
lieved all the declarations made by 
Bryan regarding Clark were false. 

Unless these announcements were 
made, Speaker Clark -told his friends, 
he would not consider the vice-presi- 
dential nomination.

Later in the night Speaker 
partly regained his composure 
made the following statement:

Woodrow Wilson has been a poll- 
tician all his life, in spite of that fact 
it is not yet three years since he en- 
tered politics. 


There is no contradiction these 


in 


statements. The avocation of 30 years 


has simply become his vocation. 


His earliest ,recollection is of the be- 
ginning of the crisis of the Civ|l War; 
of a man who-ran down a street in 
Staunton, Va., shouting: “Lincoln is 
elected and there'll be war.” 

Almost without interruptipn since that 
time things political have attracted hin 
most strongly. It is about them, and 
his study of them, that his success as 
a teacher centered, and it is about them 
that his fame as a historian centers. 
Now that he is in politics he has taken 
to applying concretely the conclusions 
he reached abstractly. 

Staunton, where he heard that proph- 
ecy of an epoch, was his birthplace, and 
Dec. 28, 1856, the date. He was chris- 
tened Thomas Woodrow Wilson, and he 
was “Tom” until he had been graduated 
from Princeton, in 1879. His father was 
the Rev. Joseph Ruggles Wilson, a Pres- 
byterian clergyman, who later moved 
to Augusta, Ga., then to Wilmington, 
N. C., where he lived when “Tom” was 
ready for college. The son's first train- 
ing for that period of life was at Da- 
vidson College, where he might, it is 
now recalled, have been a member of 
the bascball team if he had not been 
‘‘so lazy.”

From Bryn Mawr he went to 
‘Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn., 
as professor of history and political 
economy, and the trend of his thought 
became more sharply defined. In 1890 


his ways led him again to Princeton, 


where he became professor of jurispru- 
dence and political economy, his title 
becoming, in 189, Professor of Jurispru- 
dence and Politics. 

It was in this period that a very 
important purpose came to Dr. Wilson. 
No statement of it ever has before 
been published and most of those who 
knew of it at the time have forgotten 
it. However, one of those said to

With his. resignation from P-incetun 
upon his election as Governor 'tnere has 
come a reversion to precedent, for Dr. 
Hibben was, for a few years at least, a 
clergyman. 

As a professor Dr, Wilson was 
immensely. He brought to nis 
room a human note, a freshness. 
was never lost, however dustv 
chives through which he migut 
classes. He liked to sit and 
stead of lecture, anu he put 
doctrines whose effects may 
now in the most unexpected 

There are only two attempts at “horse 
play”’ recorded of his classes. Once a 
village tippler was lured into the room, 
only to be bowed out before he had 
reached the first of the laughs expected 
of him. Upon another ocasion a stu- 
dent annoyed Dr. Wilson by tapping on 
the floor with something that he was 
ordered to bring to the desk forthwith. 
In response to this command every stu- 
dent in the room gravely carried for- 
ward a firebrick, with which a wall 
was built about the teacher. 

As president of the university, Dr. 
Wilson brought about, or assisted in 
bringing about, notable changes. One 
of these was the institution of the pre- 
ceptoral system. Another was the 
threshing out of the quadrangle project 
and the question of the location of the 
graduate school. Dr. Wilson's opinion 
did not prevail, but the questions were 
settled. . 


Princeton Still His Home. 

Princeton is still Gov. Wilson’s home 
as it was President Cleveland’s. He 
moved merely from Prospect to a charm. 
ing house in Cleveland Lane, from which 
he traveled daily as his duties at Tren- 
ton called him, It is quite as near the 
golf links as was Prospect, and in that

Two other recreations find a place in 
Dr. Wilson’s scheme of things—limericks 
and detective stories. His store of the 
former is inexhaustible; regarding the 
latter his friends say -that he is ‘one 
of the greatest living authorities.”” In 
all these recreations Dr. Wilson indulges 
heartily. He is a good play-fellow and 
play finds allowance of his time. 

Mrs. Wilson takes an untiring interest 
in all her husband’s affairs. In the last 
three years she has become as practical 
a politician as he, and throughout the 
convention she follewed as shrewdly and 
as understandingly as anyone the per-

TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONE 
LINES, 

We favor the efficient supervisisn 
and rate regulation of railroads, ex-., 
press companies, telegraph and 
telephone lines engaged in _ inter- 
state commerce. To this end we 
recommend the valuation of railroads, 
express companies, telegraph aad 
telephone lines by the _ Interstaic 
Commerce Commission, such valuation 
to take into consideration' the physi- 
eal value of the property, the origi- 
nal cost, the cost of reproduction, 
and any element of value that will 
render the valuation fair and just. 

We favor such legislation as will 
effectually prohibit the railroads, ex- 
press, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies from engaging in business 
with shippers or patrons; also legis- 
lation preventing the overissu- 
ance of stocks and _ bonds by 
interstate railroads, express 
companies, telegraph and tele- 
phone lines and legislation which 
will assure such reduction in trans- 
portation rates as conditions will 
permit, care being taken to avoid re- 
duction that would compel a reduc- 
tion of wages, prevent adequate ser- 
vice, or do injustice to legitimate in- 
vestments. 

BANKING LEGISLATION. 

We oppose the so-called Aldrich 
bill or the establishment of a central 
bank and we believe the people of 
the country will be largely freed 
from panics and consequent unem- 
ployment and business depression by 
such a systematic revision of our 
banking laws as will render tempo- 
rary relief in localities where such 
relief is needed, with protection from 
control or domination by what is 
known as the money trust. 

Banks*exist for the accommodation 
of the people and not for the control 
of business. All legislation on the 
subject of banking and currency 
should have for its purpose the se- 
curing of these accommodations on 
terms of absolute security to the pub- 
lic and of complete protection from 
the misuse of the power that wealth 
gives to those who possess it. 

We condemn the present methods 
of depositing Government funds in 
few favored banks, largely situ- 
ated in or controlled by Wall street, 
in return for political favors, and we 
pledge our party to provide by law 
for their deposit by competitive bid- 
ding of the banking institutions of 
, the country, national and state, with- 
out discrimination as to locality, upon 
approved securities and subject to 
cali by the Government. 

RURAL CREDITS, 

Of equai importance with the question 
of currency reform is the question of 
rural credits or agricultural finance. 
Therefore we recommend that an in- 
vestigation of agricultural credit socie- 
ties in foreign countries be made, so 
that it may be ascertained whether a 
system of rural credits may be devised 


c 
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‘suitable to conditions in the United 
States; and we also favor legislation 
permitting national banks to loan a rea- 
sonable proportion of their funds on real 
estate security. 

We recognize the value of vocational 
education and urge Federal appropria- 
tions for such training and extension 
, teaching in agriculture in co-operation 
with the several states. 

WATERWAYS, 

| We renew the declaration in our last 
platform relating to the conservation 
of our natural resources and the de- 
| velopment of our waterways. The pres- 
| ent devastaiion of the lower Mississip- 
Valley accentuates the movement for 
the regulation of river flow by addition- 
al bank and levee protection below, and 
the diversion, storage and control of 
the flood waters above and their util- 
ization for beneficial purposes in the 
reclamation of arid and swamp lands 
and the development of water power, 
instead of permitting the floods to con- 
tinue, as heretofore, agents of destruc- 
tion. 

We hold that the control of the Mis- 
sissippi River is a national problem. 
The preservation of the depth of its 
water for the purpose of navigation, 
the building of levees to maintain the 
integrity of its channel and the preven- 
tion of the overflow of the land and 
its consequent destruction, resulting in 
interruption of interstate commerce, 
the disorganization of mail service, and 
ahe enormous loss of life and property, 
intpose an obligation which alone ¢an 
be discharged by the general Govern- 
ment. 

To maintain an adequate depth of 
water the entire year and thereby en- 
courage water transportation, is a con- 
summation worthy of legislative atten- 
tion and an issue national in its char- 
acter. It calls for prompt action on 
the part of Congress and the Demo- 
cratic party pledges itself to the enact- 
ment of legislation leading to that end. 

We favor the co-operation of the 
United States and the respective states 
in plans for the comprehensive treat- 
ment of all waterways with a view of 
co-ordinating plans for channel im- 
provement, with plans for drainage of 
swamp and ovérfiffved lands, and to 











| this end we favor appropriation by 
the Federal Government of sufficient 
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funds to make surveys of such lands, to

We believe tn enceuraging the de- 
velopment. of a modern system of 
agriculture and a systematic effort 
to improve the conditions of trade in 
farm. products So as to benefit both 
the consumers and producers, And as 
an efficient means to this end we 
favor the enactment by Congress of 
legislation that will suppress the per- 
nicious practice of gambling in ag- 
ricultural products by orgunized ex- 
changes or others, 

MARCHANT MARINE, 

We believe in fostering by consti- 
tutional regulation of commerce, the 
grow of merchant marine, which 
shall develo and strengthen he 
commercial ties which b 
sister republics of the 
without imposing additional burdens 
upon the people and without. boun- 
ties or subsidies from the publig 
treasury. 

We urge bo te ang ag the speedy 
enactment of laws r the greater 
security of life and property at sea 
and we favor the repeal of all laws 
and the abrogation of so much of 
our treaties with other nations, as 
provide for the grrest and imprison- 
ment of seamen charged with deser- 
tion or with violation of their 
contract of service. Such laws and 
treaties are un-American and violate 
the spirit, not the letter, of the 
edie anh oth of the United States. 

We favor the exemption from tolls 
of American ships engaged in coast- 
wise trade passing through the Pan- 
ama canal. 

We also favor legislation forbid- 
ding the use of the Panama canal by 
ships owned or controlled by rail- 
road carriers engaged in transporta- 
tion competitive with the canal. 
PURE FOOD AND PUBLIC HEALTH, 

We reaffirm our previous declara- 
tions advocating the union = and 
strengthening of the various Govern- 
mental agencies relating to pure 
foods, quarantine, vital statistics and 
human health. Thus, united and ad- 
ministered without partiality to or 
| discrimination against any school of 
medicine or system of healing, they 
would constitute a single health 
service, not subordinated to any com- 
| mercial or financial interests, but 
devoted. exclusively to the conse cb 
tion of human life and effici 
Moreover, this health service ra sae 
co-operate with the health agencies 
of our various states and cities with- 
out interference with their preroga- 
tives or with the freedom of indi- 
viduals to employ such medical or 
hygienic aid as they may see fit. 

CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


The law pertaining to the civil service 
—_ be honestly and ,yregularly en- 
orced to the end that merit and ability 
shall be the standard of appointment 
and promotion rather than service ren- 
dered to a political party; and we favor 
a reorganization of the civil service 
with adequate compensation commen- 
surate with the class of work  per- 
formed, for al) officems and employes; 
we also favor the extension to all class- 
es of cival service employes of the ben- 
efits of the provisions of the employ- 
ers’ liability law. We also recognize 
the right of direct petition to Congress 
by employes for the redress of griev- 
ances. 

LAW REFORM. 

We recognize the urgent need of re- 
form in the administration of civil and 
criminal law in the United States, and 
we commend the enactment of such 
legislation and the promotion-of such 
measures as will rid the present legal 
system of the delays, expense and un- 
certainties incident to the system as 
now administered. 

THE PHILIPPINES. 


We reaffirm the position thrice an- 
nounced by the Democracy in national 
convention assembled: against a policy 
of imperialism and colonial exploitation 
in the Philippines or elsewhere. We 


condemn the experiment in tmperialism | 


as an igexcusable blunder which has in- 
volved us in enormous expense, brought 
us weakness, instead of strength, and 
laid our nation opex to the charge of 
abandonment of the fundamental doc- 
trine of self-government. We favor an 
immediate deciaration of the nation’s 
purpose to recognize the independence 
of the Philippine islands as soon as a 
stable government can be established; 
such independence to be guaranteed by 
us until the neutralization of the 
islands can be secured by treaty with 
other powers. In recognizing the inde- 
pendence of the Philippines, our Gov- 
ernment should retain such land as may 
be necessary for coaling:. stations and 
naval bases. 
ARIZONA AND NEW MEXI®D. 


We welcome Arizona and New Mexico 
to the sisterhood of states, and hearti- 
ly congratulate them upon their aus- 
picious beginning of great and glorious 


careers. 
ALASKA, 


We demand for the people of Alaska 
the full enjoyment of the rights and 
privileges of a territorial form of gov- 
ernment, and we believe that the offi- 
cials appointed to administer the gov- 
ernment of all our territories and the 
District of-Columbia should be qualified 
by previous bona fide residence. 


THE RUSSIAN TREATY. ¢ 


We commend the patriotism of the 
Democratic members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives which com- 
pelled the termination of the Russian 
treaty of 1832, and we pledge ourselves 
anew to preserve the sacred rights of 
American citizenship at home and 
abroad. No treaty should receive the 
sanction of our Government which does 
not recognize that equality of all of our 
citizens, irrespective of race, or creed, 
and which does not expressly guarantee 
the fundamental right of expatriation. 

The constitutional rights o American 
citizens should protect them’*on our 
borders and go with them throughout 
the world, and every American citizen 
residing or having property in any for- 
eign country is entitled to and must be 
given the full protection of the United 
States Government, both for: himself 
and his property. 

PARCELS POST AND RURAL 
LIVERY. 

We favor the establishment of a par- 
cel post, or postal express, and also 
the extension of the rural delivery sys- 
tem as rapidly as practicable. 

PANAMA CANAL EXPOSITION. 
We hereby express our deep interest 
in the great Panama Canal exposition 
to be held in San Francisco in 1915, and 
favor such encouragement as can be 
properly given. 

PROTECTION OF NATIONAL UNI- 
FORM. 

We commend to the several states the 
adoption of @ law making it an offense 
for the proprietors of places of amuse- 
ment and public entertainment .to dis- 
criminate against the uniform of the 
United States similar to the law passed 
by Congress applicable to the District 
of Columbia and the territories in 1911. 

PENSIONS, 

We renew the declaration of our last 
platform relating to a generous pension 
policy.

‘“Fhere is no excuse for the telegram 
which Mrs. Clanahan voluntarily sent to 
the Post-Dispatch from New York last 
January to announce that Mrs, Robinson 
was not adopted by the Thiel family. 
As I have said, I did not marry for 
money. Mrs. Clanahan merely .was try- 
ing to stir up more trouble for my wife, 
with whom she has not agreed for some 
time. _I suppose she thought I certainly 
would sue:for divorce when I learned 
that Mrs. Robinson was not to get part 
of the estate. The revelation, however, 
had just ‘the opposite ‘ effect,"’ 

Dr. Robinson and Miss Thiel, as 
she was known from early childhood, 
éloped to Carlinville, Ill, Oct.» 12, 
1910, and were married there. The 
following August, Mrs. Robinson 
sued for divorce, alleging that her 
husband took her pet dog away in 
February and permitted his mother 
tc invade the home. Her mother-in- 
law, she alleged, potions 4 telephone 
calls and always kept a watch upon 
her. 

Divorce Talk Silenced. 

Judge Fisher denied Mrs.. Robinson 
a decree last December, holding that 
her complaint about the loss of a dog 
and about the alleged conduct of her 
mother-in-law did not furnish suffi- 
cient ground. Immediately thereafter. 
Dr. Robinson let it be known that 
he contemplated filing a divorce pe- 
tition. 

Then Mrs. Clanahan sent her tele- 
gram, explaining that Mrs. Robinson. 
although not an orphan, had _ been 
taken into the Thiel family as-a very 
little child because she seemed su- 
perior o.her surroundings and 
worthy of.greater opportunities than 
her parents, who were not prosper- 
ous, could give her. 

The telegram halted the talk of 
divorce, and later Jesse R. Robinson 
Jr. came and silenced it for good, his 
father says.

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WHEN A JAPANESE 
GIRL MARRIES

HERE is en old saving in Japan 
which expiains the position and 
duty of Japanese wives rather 
sarcastically but truly. 

“A wife is a cook without pay.” 

Be she the wife of a nobleman or the 
wife of a laborer, a Japanese woman 
cannot be a good wife uniess she is a 
g00d cook, or at least a good super- 
visor of the kitchen. Probably there 
is no woman in the world who uses her 
ability to cook to better advantage 
than a Japanese wife, who manages to 
keep her control over the family merely 
by her art of cooking. 

The husband being the absolute head 
of a family and as the customs of many 
centuries have taught the people that 
wives should obey their husbands, it 
is the first duty of the Japanese wife 
to obey her husband. The only. place 
where she has an absolute power is in 
the kitchen. Qutside of it the word of her 
husband always is law. But in Japan 
the trouble of eating uneatable food 
prepared by“young brides is unknown 
and there is no complaint about the 
dishes not being like those mother 
used to cook. The enrly training of 
sirla in cooking enables them toa cook 
zood and wholesome focd. Through the 
stomach of her husband, a Japanese 
wife obtains a power over him. And 
cutside of this means there is no way 
cof controlling her husband. 

When a Japanese woman marries she 
throws away the customs and pecullari- 
ties of her parents’ home and conforms 
herself to those of her husband and 
his family. And even in the matiter of 
religion, very often she has to abandon 
her own and take up that of her hus- 
band. 

In the old days it was absolutely 


a 


r.ecessary. for wives to follow thé! par- 
ticular religions of their husbands, but 
lately the matter is not so strict as used 
tc be. Even at present, however, it is 
rather difficult for a Christian woman 
to marry a Buddhist husband, because 
both families would object to such a 
ujnon, not on account of the mere 
difference of religion, but because of 
the experience that taught people that 
the union of two different religions was 
very often not successful. 

When a Japanese girl marries she 
makes a vow to obey her husband and 
no excuse whatever is listened to for 
any disobedience on the part of a wife 
to her husband's wishes or commands. 
According to the Japanese idea, wives 
should be, first of all, kind, tender, lov- 
ing, obedient, faithful; and should per- 
form the household duties. And when- 
ever a wife tries to overrule her hus- 
band or to run the house according to 
her own idea and against that of her 
husband, it is very likely that she will 
be divorced. 

If a woman does not desire to have 
children she is considered as unfit to 
be a companion to any man.
